Dear Charles: 

The brass Continental Dollar (Variety 1-B) sent with 
your April 5, letter weighs 212 grains and has a specific 

gravity of 8,5. it is heavily corroded and h as natural dark- 
ness in color. The edge is narrow but fully impressed around 
the circumference. There are three holes in the edge opposite 
the NE in CONTINENTAL. The planchet is slightly smaller than 
the die as is customary. The reverse is upright if turned 
on a vertical axis as is normal. The coin is well struck and 
its letters are sharp. There is no doubt in our mind that 
the piece is genuine. Wo have seen others in this condition. 

The pewter Continental Dollar (Variety 1-C) bought 
from Seaby weighs 269^ grains and has a 6,05 specific gravity. 
It has a dent at the edge opposite IN in CONTINENTAL which 
dent is probably where the casting port was. The edge design 
is weak and is missing near the dent. The second concentric 
circle from the middle is out of place at 5 o'clock and im¬ 
properly touches the top of 6 in 1776 and the bottom of T in 
CURRENCY, No letters are sharp. The reverse is 35° clockwise 
if turned on the vertical axis through the obverse. This is 
wrong. In our opinion this is a crude lost wax cast and 
therefore a forgery.

In response to your letter of August lU, 1968, 
we wish to advise you that the Continental Dollar (Variety 
1-B) sent to us for exaaiination is, in our opinion, a genuine 
piece. It weighs 212 grains and has a specific gravity of 
8,5. Examples of this coin ordinarily come in brassier color 
but this piece is so heavily corroded that it is difficult 
to tell how much zinc it has in the copper. Its natural 
darkness is customary for this type of corrosion. The edge 
is narrow and the duplicate leaf design, although faint, is 
impressed in the edge. There are three holes in the edge 
opposite the HE in CONTINENTAL and these were planchet defects, 
deterioration caused by the edge milling machine, or defects 
in the course of striking. The reverse is upright if turned 
on a vertical axis, as is normal. Parts of the coin are well 
struck but, apparently, it was subjected to substantial 
chemical action from exposure to soil or the atmosphere. We 
have seen others in similar condition.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

In recompense for the many hours of pleasure you 
have provided me through your Early Paper Money of 
America , please allow me to call your attention to 
the possibility of a minor mistake in the section 
dealing with North Carolina Colonial paper. 

The emission of March 9, 1754, as you know, 
included a 40 shilling note bearing the vignette of 
a church, which you identify as St. John's Episcopal 
Church in Newbern, N.C. I am reasonably certain that 
the church is not St. John's, but Christ Church. 

Christ Church Parish was organized in 1715, and 
the first church building was erected in 1750. In 
1753 the vestry agreed to pay a minister 133 pounds, 

6 shillings, 8 pence annually, in addition to providing 
a "good Glebe House, Kitchen and other necessary Houses" 
-- an offer accepted the same year by the Rev. James 
Reed, newly arrived from England. The agreement was 
confirmed by act of the Assembly the following year. 

The best authority on the matter is North Carolina 
Colonial Records , first series, vol. 23, pp. 420-21. 

A more recent reference is The Episcopal Church in 
Mg.fth Carolina, 1701-1959 , edited by LondEH~iHd Lemmon, 
published by the Diocese of North Carolina, Raleigh, 
N.C., 1987. References to the early history of Christ 
Church also may be found in Sketch es of Church History 
^ North Carolina , Wilmington, N.C., published by 
William L. De Rosset Jr. in 1892. 

There may be a St. John's Episcopal Church in 
Newbern; but if so, it must be of modern origin. Christ 
Church is almost certainly the building shown on the 
40 shilling note.

Dear Mr. Newman, 

First of all, congratulations on the recent publication of your new book work entitled "United States Fugio Copper Coinage 
of1787" which was announced in this morning's ESylum. 1 have absolutely no doubt that this important reference will be 
well received by the growing numbers of collectors of these fascinating coins. 

As you are probably aware by now, the committee which I was involved with as Editor has finally published the results of 
our 12-year project in the form of the two-volume "Canadian Numismatic Bibliography" - a task which I regularly doubted 
would ever been accomplished. 

Now that that odyssey is finally over, I have decided to spend my time on equally interesting but, hopefully, smaller and less- 
onerous tasks. One of the subjects which has always interested me was the period during the 1940s in which J. Douglas 
Ferguson (a Canadian) was President of the American Numismatic Association. 

Last July, while attending the Canadian Numismatic Association convention in Niagara Falls, a fellow collector who knew of 
my interest in this subject allowed me to acquire the convention medal worn by Ferguson at the 1942 Cincinnati convention. 

Since then, I have become increasingly eager to learn as much about this particular period in Ferguson's life and the A.N.A.’s 
history as I can. 

I own copies of the Proceedings of the 1941, '42 and '43 conventions which has given me an invaluable record of the actual 
mechanics of Ferguson's election as President as well as the two years he spent in the office. The fact that Ferguson's tenure 
began immediately before the United States was brought into the hostilities of World War 11, coupled with the fact that 
Ferguson chaired the business sessions of the A.N.A. during some of the association's most turbulent years only heightens my 
interest in this topic. 

Then, of course, there is the fact that the A.N.A.'s Constitution and Bylaws had to be amended in order for Ferguson to 
assume the Presidency in the first place. 

While reading these early convention Proceedings, one is almost literally transported back to a different era in collecting - a 
time which seems both more formal and refined than the present hurly-burly of the coin industry of the 21st century. 

In essence, I am trying to get a sense of just what was involved in making this significant amendment and whether there was 
any antagonism or opposition to the idea of a Canadian becoming President of the A.N.A. Ferguson eventually ran 
unopposed for the office, yet, rather strangely, almost 25% of the ballots cast did not vote for him nor anyone else for that 
matter. 

Ideally, I am trying to get behind the scenes to discover what the backroom chat was like at the time and what kind of 
posturing key members of the A.N.A. may have gone through to put Ferguson 'in the chair'. 

For some reason, 1 seem to recall reading somewhere that there was significant campaigning on Ferguson's part by some 
significant collectors and dealers as well as several of the more prominent coin clubs - apparently unbeknownst to Ferguson. 

I can't put my hands on the source of this information, but I will continue to scour my library for this. 

To be honest, I don't know if you were active in the A.N.A. during the early 1940s or not. However, I was hoping that if you 
were involved with the association during this period that you would consider sharing any insights or observations you may 
have on this particular topic. 

Alternatively, if you know of any surviving A.N.A. members fi-om this period who may be willing to share their own 
recollections on this subject, I would be extremely interested in hearing from them. 

Please feel fi-ee to pass along my contact details to absolutely anyone you feel may be able to assist me. If I get enough 
interesting information, I will publish an article in The Numismatist.
